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Justice Delayed 


The time has come for Sacramento State College's 
board of justice to prove that it is a court of justice— 


not a court of inquisition. 

Over a month ago, Ed Freidberg, Associated Students 
attorney general, gave the chief justice of the board of 
justice an indictment against Wayne Johnson, charging 
him with attacking Bob Lee oa the Reno rooters train. 
The board has not vet taken any action to inform Johnson 
of the charge against him. 

This slowness to act is not characteristic of the board. 
It should be remembered that when charges of assault 
and disturbing the peace were brought against George 
Mandich and Paul Stamas, the board acted immediately 
to bring thern ‘to trial. The papers were served on that 
‘pair the first day they appeared on campus after the 
charges were filed—this is a stark contrast with the 
month delay in the present case. 

If Johnson is to be tried, he should have as much time 
as possible to prepare a defense. He is being cheated by 
the delay. 

There is no possibility that the board has forgotten 
about the case unless they have very short memories, 
indeed. Freidberg told The Hornet, “I have asked them 
at least 16 times: ‘What are you going to do about the 
Johnson case?” They have continually put me off.” 

Some light on the board’s reluctance may have been 
shed when Freidberg revealed that Johnson is a personal 
friend of chief justice Don Baxter and is a fraternity 
brother of an associate justice. 

Fair minded students will immediately see that per- 
sonal friendship has no place in a case of this type. If 
the board is unable to rise above personal feelings—they 
have ne business sitting as a court! 

The Hornet does not wish to imply that Johnson is 
guilty of the offenses with which he is charged. The 
Hornet does not know whether he is guilty or not—and 
will not know until he is given a chance to clear himself 
in an open trial, If the board Wishes to de him a favor, 
they will give him that chance. 

There is no doubt that the board of justice is at a 
crossroads. They must decide if they wish to pursue 
justice for all or only for some. 

As H. L. Mencken once said, “Injustice is relatively 
easy to bear—what stings is justice.” 

The board of justice must decide whether they are 
willing to accept the sting of justice—or the stigma of 
favoritism. 





Picnics Belong In Parks 


Student Council will meet Monday to decide whether 
to hold the annual all-college picnic in Elk Grove park as 
in the past, or on campus. There is also a chance that the 
event will be cancelled outright. 

Some students believe that SSC has outgrown the 
picnic at Elk Grove. This argument is not enough in itself, 
however, to warrant moving the picnic. 

There is no swimming pool on the SSC campus as 
there is in the park. There is very little shade on the 
campus while the park abounds in trees. In short, the fa- 
cilities at SSC are for education—at Elk Grove park they 
afe for picnics.

Sacramento State College Hor- 
nets took fourth place honors in 
the Far Western Conference 
Holiday tournament which was 
held in Reno December 27-28-29.
